And when as there is one onely nature of eue⸗ 
ry one there ſhalbe one affecc,and the ways to returne 
to the naturall ſtate, ſhalbe one: whiche is a verye ab⸗ 
ſurditie, ſœing there be infinite kindes „as well offick- 
neſles, às ot remedyes. By the ſame reaſon alſo you 
may repzoue the reaſons ofthem, whiche haue bꝛought 
in, that motes without all qualitie , and alteration, and 
alſo bodyes vnmade, to be the beginntagofall genera- 
tion. Foz aman ſhoulde not be greeved, if bis nature 
were luch, ſcing that it is neceCary,that it which gre- 
ueth,ſhoulde be a recepuer both of ſenſe and alteration, 
Ik ſo be, that it be without all alteration, it will al- 

waye kerpe the ſame tate, whiche it had from the be⸗ 
ginning. And node e a e pet there be 
not in it naturall power of feeling, it can nothing moze 

tele the affcctions;then ſtoanes dw feele. 

TCherekoze, ſeeing that bothe theſe are required in 
theſe thaungings, and in bodyes truely, if wer did grow 
eyther ol them, oꝛ any ſuche like, oꝛ vnifourme nature, 
wee ſhoulde not be greened. Therefoꝛe we true ly are 
not made of any vnifourme, oꝛ ſimple ſabſtance. Furs 
thermoze,ſeingthere be two inſtrum entes, by whiche 
all opinions be founde out, that is, reaſon, and experi- 
ence. Neither of theſe wil ſo ſerue them, that they ſhal 
finde any thing made of them, whiche are altogether 
impatible oz vnſufferable , and without ſenſe, whiche 
after wil be ſaffering and partaker offeling, Nay ve- 
rily,althongh al thoſe motes had an ingraffed ſenſe,anv 
were impatible;and not able to be pierced, ſo that of the 
ning of them, the ficthe it ſclfe ſhould

If therefoze an Elemente cannot be impatible, it alſo 
ſhal not be one in kinde. At ſu be, that which is one is 
alwaye vnſufferable , ſeing there is nothing left, i1 into 
which it may be chaunged,o2 ol which it may ſuffer; fo; 
what ſoener is chaunged, is chaunged into another, and 
that which ſuffereth;ſuffereth thzoughan other. Ther⸗ 
foze,ſceing it is nowe p2oucd, that there be many Els 
mentes let vs enquire foz the number of them · pot fifft 
let vs diſtinguiſh the ſees of them, whiche vninerſally 

diſpute of Elementes: foz they are bzought into foure. 


The firſte of whiche, is that whiche he pꝛondunceth to 


conſiſte of thinges voyde of ſenſe, and alſo/vnſufferas 
ble. The other whiche conftſteth: of thinges-indewed 
with ſenſe, but yet vnſufferable: whiche be ſubiege to 
alteration, Both which in this doe agrer, chat they both 
ſtande ok thinges vnſufferable. Wherfoze, ſeingthey 
teache them to be vupeſible,letvsletthem paſſe; | 

There be therefoze behinde two: the one, whiche

made, But if they many wayes be varied. chaunged, 
and mingled , then there maye ſomelhing ariſe in the 
thing compounded; whiche may be o an other kinde, to 
thoſe whiche were founde in the frſte Elementes of it. 


Mhereloꝛe, they that will haue a body to be engendꝛed 
of Fire, ayze, Mater, and Carthe mutually chaunged, - 
and altered, and bought toacertaine temperature,en- 
dewed with a ſenſitiue facultie they doe p2onounce 
thinges agreeable vnto trutbe. 

But they whiche pꝛonounce of them remaining, as 
they be, and mingledonely , as Wheate., and Barley, 
and Beanes are in an heape, they truely doe followe 
thoſe thinges, whiche can not be done. 

By theſe therefozeitis ſhewed, thatElementes are 
moe then one,andalſo that they can ſuffer, which Hipp. 
confirming, ſaith; Powe, Jpzay vou, can it be, that any 
tbing, may ol one thing be compounder? ſeeing of many 
thinges it can not, except they bo well tempered. But 
whether ſenſible bodpes doe conſiſte of the firſte Ele⸗ 
mentes, in all the e there is foꝛce of feeling , 02 of 
— rather whiche doe wante them þ & is not yet ſbe⸗ 


W las many do lacke tente iti is thente 
enidente that ſome of the compounde be ſuche. This 
therefoze is afwliſhe opinion, as well of the naturall 
enn of thePbiſitions , whiche doaffirme, 
that there is one Element of man, oz of all thinges vni- 
nerſal. Foz Thales, Anaximenus, Anaximandes,t with 
them Heraclitus dog endeuour to ſhewe, becauſe of the 
mufuallalferationofElementes.they ſee allthingesto 
growe out of kinde, into other that be nere them, euer 
one of them to be an vninerſall Elemente: vet ſo that 

one appoynteth one thing, an other, an other. All the 
whiche doe ſerme to mer, to haue dꝛeamed of that firſte 
mater ſub ies toall Elementes, which they ſawe to be

not founde in aman. Foz why, will yo 
of lining creatures, finde earth,foz example,vnmingteb

oanes. Sceke not therefoze in the bodyes of lining 
creatures, any thing vumingled , ſ&ing you ſhall not 


finde that in the whole wozlde, without counterfeiting. 


But as often as you ſhall ſ& anycolde parte d2zye , and 
thickie, let it be ynough to call into thy memo2y,earth, 
and let it be yriough to behold any moyſle thing, thinne 
and flo wing, to conceiue in thy minde water. Alſo ths 
beate of the lining creature. Let it pꝛeſent vnto ther 
Fire, and alſo the nature of the bꝛeath, without the whi⸗ 
che a lining body cannot conſift;let it bzing to your mes

Neither tan vou denye., that all truictes are engen-

_ _ LTherefoze, p it is to be p2ofeſſed that Fire, 
Water, Ayꝛe, and Carthe, to be the firſte, and the com⸗ 
mon, and moſte ſimple Elementes, and beginniners of 
all thinges, of whiche verily, both Plantes, and alſo all 
liuing creatures, are engendzed, nouriſhed, and encrea⸗ 
ſed, fo2 in them alone you ſhall finde the chiefeſt quali- 
ties, without any mingling, oz temperature. 

Jn Earth,eſpecially coide and dzithe, in Fire eſpe- 


ciall, heate and dꝛithe. In the other, the other qualities, 


aͤccoꝛding as euery ones nature dothe require. But to 
eſteeme anp Element to be eſ pecially moyſte, and alſo 
to ſuppoſe that to be ſome thing diuers from water is a 
pointe of extreme foliſhneſſe. 

Furthermoze , that the eſpeciall beate is ſimpler 
then Fire,and that by it added to the mater, the Fire is 
engendꝛed, it is confeſſed of all Philoſophers , whiche 
truelp doe confeſſe vniuerſally that a certaine mater 
without qualitie, (which is ſubiece to all Ciementes) 
and alſo an eſpeciall heate, which is pꝛoduced in it, is to 
Fire the beginning ok generation, and alſo that the 

mater it leite, is fre from all generation, #cozruption: 
and the qualitie to be that , whiche in it is bothe engen⸗ 
dꝛed, and periſheth. But an Element in that dothe dif- 


fer from a beginning, that beginnes, ſhoulde be in the 
ſame kinde with thoſe, whoſebeginninges tbey be, and 


Elementes do al wapes appertayne fo the ſame kinde, 


toꝛ a ſimple qualitie is the Elemente of a compounde

It is td common, that we ſaye,an Elemente to be 
that bodye , whiche is without mingling and tempera⸗ 
ture, and alſo ſimple of qualitie. Wherefoze , at the 
length we are come neceſſarily fo Fire, Ayze , Water, 
Earth, in whom firſte there is eſpeciall heate, eſpeciall 
colde, eſpeciall moyſture, eſpeciall dzithe. Which Ele⸗ 
mentes altogether, oꝛ ſome one alone; we do common⸗ 
ly vſe as water, da plye when we dw dzinke, oꝛ be wa⸗ 
ched, Apꝛe, whiche doth enuiron vs, while wer dꝛa we it 
in by bzeathing, Fire alſo, when wee are colde , wee ble 
that wee may be hote. 

" Farthermoz#inmd creatures, which cate, epther 
ſande,carth,ſfoanes;tlay,yea,o2 boanes,dw plentifully 
bzing earth into their bodpes. Mherfoꝛe, Jtruelydo 
not lar why many men do ſape, that neyther Fire, no: 
Mater, noz Apꝛe, 02 Earth be taken awap, oz added to 
dur bodyes, and therfoze that they be not Clementes of 
our bodpes. 

Ik ſo be, that any do therfoze thinke,that we do not 
thewe in our bodyes any Element, becauſe no man is 
ſo heated, that he burneth, oꝛ dꝛinketh vntil he be burff, 
they do not vnderſtand, that if one Element dw periſhe, 
the lining creature likewiſe periſheth. And the old Ele⸗ 
ment ſhall periſh, if it be turned: the hote , if it be ever 
coled : the moyſte,if it greatly ware d2yc: the de pe, if it 
 moze then meete is de moyſtened, Wherupon the mas 

ter ſfadeth otherwiſe then they think:foz alwates there 
is epther ſome Element added to the body, oꝛ els taken 
away,that whichmuſt be modcrately done of them that 


will the liuing creature to be kept ſounde: Af ſo be, that

But wee will ſaye that the qualityes „the Creature 
being dead, do dye, but not to returne to theyꝛ one nas 
ture. Wherefoze there is not why any man auy moe 
ſhoulde goe about to perſwade that her ſuppoſ eth liuing 
Creatures to bee begotten of qualities, which can not 
conſiſt a parte from tbe bodyes , but of bodies in which 
tho ſe eſpeciallqualityes be , foz theyare common Ele⸗ 
mentes of all.

togeather, and ſo much the caſter they do communicate 


the qualities mutuallye vntill they be b;ought into leſſe

But ve- 
ryly that the partes of all Creatures hauing blod be en⸗ 
gendzed or their mother blood, it is euident inough, whi⸗ 
che ſering it is partaker ol Flegme, and alſo of other co⸗ 
ler it is ſhewed , by which reaſon Hipp. perſwaded. 
bath taught that the foure humozs be the matter to en- 
gender man. Furthermoze, Flcſhe and Dinowes bee 
partes ſimilar oz ſimple , andſeeingthe Fleſhe is 1Blod, 
and beſide ſofte and hote,but the Sinowe witbout blod, 
hard z cold, and alſo other parts haue other differences. 
It ſemeth agræable vnto reaſon, that wiſe nature at 
what time ſhee framed the illue oz infant ofthe mothers 
blod to haue dzawcn that which was thicker to conſti- 
tute ſounder bodies, that which was thinner to the ſof- 
ter, and that which was hotter to the Natter , that which 
was colder to the colder. 

And in the time falo wing, that euery one of the parts 
fourmedhad his pzoper Eliment oz nouriſhment, and 
encreaſe, of pꝛoper and particuler matter, foz euen as 
in Pilke there is founde both milke , and alſo a certaine

thinne SEN much like the whea of blod and alſo as it 
were a certaine mudde and beſide, the ſibꝛes which be- 
ing taken from the blood, as the blodſhall no moze en⸗ 
treaſe, ſo alſo it ſhall in colour bee varied, where vppon 
the blood is not ſimple. Other wiſe it ſhoulde be al- 
waies like both in men and beaſtes. But by experience 
wee mape kno we the contrarye, bothe of the varietye of 
colours, and eſpecially of thinges which are euacuated 
by purging Pedicines. Mhiche truely if they be well 
miniſtred, they wyll dꝛawe vnto them accoꝛding to the 
differences of ſicknelles iupces perticular and differing. 
Againſt whiche Aſclepiades endeuoureth to perſwade, 
that is, that the medicines doe not dꝛawe vnto the 
familiar i iuyces, but to chaunge and to coꝛrupt them, 
and to alter them into theyꝛ owne nature, which truelp 
as they bee moſt abſurde, ſo thoſe thinges which daylye 
woe ſee done by immoderate purgations, doe ſhewe molt 

euidentlye howe euery medicine doeth dꝛawe their pꝛo⸗ 
per humoꝛs. If ſo be that as often as any man hath re⸗ 
cepued a medicine which hath power to clenſe choler, 
firſt it ſhal expel ſuch humoꝛ, by vomitte, after Flegme, 
then blacke choler, laſtly pure blod, which being euacu⸗ 
ated, the ſoule departeth. Il vou giue a medicine diſlol⸗ 
uing Fleame, that (hall firſt bee emptied, then Yelows 
coler, becauſe, it is caſte to be bꝛought fo2th,after blacks 
very ſtubburne and refiſtyng, And laſte of all blod is 
alway bꝛought fo2th becauſe it is ſet very neere nature, 

Lherefoze,when that firſt humoꝛ is evacuated, the li⸗ 
uing Creature cannot then ber in health, when it hath 
loſte one of his Elementes, but it is altogeather diſlol⸗ 
ued and periſheth. And then out of the reſt there floweth 
humoꝛ which is moꝛe fit to be clenſed, becauſe there is 
a tertaine naturall power to euery thing to d2aw thoſe 
thinges which be conuenient fo2 it. As in the Loade- 
ſtone there ts foꝛce to dꝛawe vnto it Von. And th2ough
